The 19-months-old adopted 
daughter of R, A, 
Shadowen 
and wife of Villa 
Park was 
killed by hydrocyanic gas yes­ 
terday morning, 
The child got 
into a house that was being 
fumigated, 
The 
result 
of 
breathing the gas was fatal, 


The baby’s name was 1 Gather Marie 
Shadowen. 
She was taken into the 
home when she was three weeks old, 
coming from the 
Children’s 
Home 
Society of Ires Angeles. 
The physi­ 
cians called stated that death was due 
to paralysis of the heart. 
‘‘The baby could not have been 
in 
the house over a minute, may be half 
a minute,” said Mr. Shadowen today. 
Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Shadowen 
legally 
adopted the baby a short time ago, 
the decree being given in the local su­ 
perior court. 
Yesterday morning it was decided 
to fumigate the house on the Shad­ 
owen ranch at V illa Park. 
The gas, 
made of a mixture of cyanide, 
sul­ 
phuric acid and water, is the same as 
that used in fumigating orange trees. 
The windows and doors were closed, 
and the gas was set to work. 
The fam ily were in the back yard, 
and the child was playing about. She 
went to the front yard. 
She reachet? 
the front door and opened it. 
So far 
a s the foster father and mother know 
that wa s the first time the little tot 
had opened or attempted to open a 
door. 
The girl managed to 
unlock 
the 
door, and took but a step or two be­ 
fore she was overcome by the deadly 
fumes, and she fell. 
Mr. . Shadowen 
went from the backyard to the front 
to see what had become of the child. 
H e found the door partly open and 
the child on the floor. 
Mr. Shadowen 
dragged the child into the air. 
He 
thinks she breathed once or 
twice 
after he reached her. 
Mr. Shadowen thinks the little girl 
could not have much more than fallen 
inside before he reached 
her. 
She 
had but been missed from the back­ 
yard when he went in search of her.
